GENERAL HUNTER HARRIS, COMMANDER IN CHIEF PACIFIC AIR FORCES 
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GENERAL HUNTER HARRIS 


General Hunter Harris, Jr., is Commander in Chief of Pacific Air 
Forces (CINCPACAF), which has the responsibility, in conjunction with 
U.S. allied, for maintaining control of the air over the Western Pacific- 
Far East. It is the air component of the wnified Pacific Command. 
Responsibility for air defense of the land areas of the Pacific Command 
is assigned to CINCPACAF and carried out throvgh his numbered Air Force 
and division commanders. PACAF also assists in the training of friendly 
air forces, including the Vietnamese, in offensive and defensive air 
tactics and techniques. 


General Harris was born in Fort Sam Houston, Texas, November 27, 
1909. He attended the Virginia Military Institute, the University of 
Georgia, and was graduated from the U.S. Military Academy as a second 
lieutenant of Infantry on June 10, 1932 and was detailed to the Army 
Air Corps for pilot flight training at Randolnh and Kelly Fields, Texas. 
*He became a rated pilot in October 1933 and was assigned to the Army 
Air Corps on February 16, 1934, and was stationed at March Field, 
California, where he held various grovp and squadron positions. 


In March 1937, General Harris went to Nichols Field, The Phillipines, 
for duty with the 28th Bomb Squadron, and later served at Clark Field. 
: March 1940 he was assigned to Bolling Field, D.C. and in December 1911 
became Assistant Operations Officer with the Air Force Combat Command 
Headquarters at Bolling Field. 


General Harris was assignec to the War Department General Staff in 
March 1942 and in October assumed command of a B-17 Provisional Group 
and later became Commander of the 17th Bomb Group. In the fall of 
1943 he took the 47th Bomb Group to England. General Harris assumed 
command of the 13th Combat Bomb Wing of the Eighth Air Force in 
September 1914, and then was assigned as Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Operations of the Third Bomber Division of the Eighth Air Force in 
the European Theater in December 191). During this service in Europe, 
he flew 25 combat missions in B-17s totaling 200 hours, followed by a 
few P-51 missions. 
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(Current as of 15 Dec 1965) 


After returning to the United States in June 1945, he was assigned as 
Deputy Chief, Military Personnel Division, in charge of Officer Personnel, 
Headquarters Army Air Force, Washington, D.C. In August 1947, he entered 
the Air War College at Maxwell Field, Alabama, graduating in June 1948. 
His next assignment was as Air Force Deputy Commander, Armed Forces Special 
Weapons Project, Sandia Base, New Mexico. General Harris assumed command 
of the 509th, Bomb Wing, Eighth Air Force, at Walker AFB, New Mexico, in 
January 1950 and was appointed Commanding General, 47th Air Division at 
Walker in January 1951. His next assignment in February 1952 was as Chief 
of the War Plans Division, DCS/Operations, Headquarters USAF, Washington, 
D.C. In November 1953, he was designated Deputy Director of Plans at 
Headquarters USAF and the Air Force member of the Joint Strategic Plans 
Committee of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


General Harris became Deputy for Operations in May 1955, at Head- 
Quarters Far East Air Forces and was later assigned to the Staff of the 
Commander in Chief Pacific, as Deputy Chief of Staff for Plans and 
Operations. In November 1958 he became Deputy Commander, Eighth Air Force, 
Strategic Air Command, Westover AFB, Massachusetts, and in October 1961 
he became Commander. 


On October 1, 1962,General Harris became Vice Commander in Chief of 
the Strategic Air Command at Offutt AFB, Nebraska, and on 1 August 1964 


assumed his present assignment as Commander of the Pacific Air Forces, 
Hickam AFB, Hawaii. ~ 


General Harris’ awards include the Distinguished Service Medals; 
Silver Star; Legion of Merit; Distinguished Flying Cross with one oak 
leaf cluster; Air Medal with four oak leaf clusters; Commendation Medal 
with one oak leaf cluster; Purple Heart; and the Distinguished Unit 
Citation; also the French Croix de Guerre with Palm; British Distinguished 
Flying Cross; Thai Order of the Cloud and Banners; Chinese Order of the 
Cloud and Banner; and the Korean Order of Military Merit Taeguk. He is

Forty-eight B-57s organized in two squadrons 
were to be retained at Clark Air Base until June 


1966, at which time they were to be inactivated. 


The two tactical missile squadrons on Okinawe

The F-100 rotational squadron at Clar 
scheduled for modernization to F-111 in Fiscal Year 
1970. 

Only thirty-two C-123s were scheduled for the 
three SAW composite squadrons in FY 67 comp 
with the 47 previously authorized.

Defensive 

The 509th FIS was to be reorganized from thirty- 
three to twenty-one UE (F-102s) in May 1965 and be 


retained at that capability until it was inactivated 


in place in June 1966. The 199th FIS at Hickam was 
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to be reorganized from twenty-five to eighteen UE 
by end of FY 65. 

Automation of the Okinawa Defense System was not 
funded, but was still an objective. 

Support 

The 421st Air Refueling Squadron was inactivated 
in February 1965 concurrent with the January 1965 rota- 
tion of SAC KC-135s to Kadena Air Base. 

The 19th Tactical Air Support Squadron (TASS) 
remained through the program with twenty-two O-1Fs. 
Concurrent with other SEA withdrawals it was proposed 
to transfer three aircraft to each of seven DASFs. 

An airborne command post capability for CINCPAC 
of five EC-135s was to be equipped in FY 1/66 at 
Hickam. 

The 35th TCS, Naha was still programmed for 
move to CONUS by 1 July 1965. Retention beyond 
July 1965 was still under study. 

The 6th Troop Carrier Squadron with sixteen 
C-124s was to be retained beyond the end of Fiscal 
Year 1967 and be discontinued at the end of Fiscal 
Year 1968. Also, the 50th Air Transport Squadron 
with sixteen C-124s was not to modernize to C-141, 
but was extended until FY 70 when it was to be dis- 


continued. The 22d TCS (H) at Tachikawa was to be

inactivated in FY 1/67. 

By the end of FY 65, the Clark-based 509th FIS 
was to remain at 33 F-102s until inactivated in 
place in June 1966.> 

Over and above the assigned 19th TASS, three 
additional squadrons (20th, 21st and 22nd) had been 
activated and were in the process of being equipps«. 
Each was to be equipped with thirty O-1Fs. 

The 35th TCS (sixteen C-130As) was to remain 
at Naha and move to Lockbourne Air Force Base, 

Ohio by 1 July 1966. 

In July 1965, the force schedule reflected in- 
place augmentation forces because of the signifi- 
cant level of effort this additive capability repre- 
sented. Status by specific operating base was based 
on OSD-approved commitments through 1 July 1965 
only, which did not take into account future basing 
generated by the operational situation, or further 
base developments that would permit greater flexe 
ibility and dispersal in basing. Future issues of 
this schedule would reflect changes in basing. 

The schedule did reflect a one-year stretch- 
out from FY 1/67 to FY 1/68 for all USAF flying 
units in SEA. This "drop-out" timing was "tenta- 


tive" and was to be used for programming purposes 
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only, inasmuch as the operational situation would 
dictate the real schedule. FY 68 was an arbitrarily 
set date to provide the necessary lead time needed 
to plan for provision for units at WESTPAC or CONUS 
bases,
